II. Fall (Genesis 3)

1 . All men are directly by the first sin. 

i. Romans 5:12 Therefore, just as through one man sin entered into the world, and 
death through sin, and so death spread to all men, because all sinned.... So then as 
through one transgression there resulted condemnation to all men , even so through 
one act of righteousness there resulted justification of life to all men. 19 For as through 
the one man's disobedience the many were made sinners, even so through the 
obedience of the One the many will be made righteous. 

ii. Ephesians 2:1-3 And you were dead in your trespasses and sins, 2 in which you 
formerly walked according to the course of this world, according to the prince of the power 
of the air, of the spirit that is now working in the sons of disobedience. 3 Among them we 
too all formerly lived in the lusts of our flesh, indulging the desires of the flesh and of the 
mind, and were by nature children of wrath, even as the rest. 

Hi. Romans 3:23 All have sinned and fall short of the glory of God.

The idea is that you are separated from God 
under judgment. Now God is paying the purchase price to restore you to fellowship 



with himself. The story of redemption tells how God sets right what went wrong in the 
Fall. 

A. The biblical story of redemption in Christ establishes man's only hope 
before the God to whom he is accountable and with whom he is in trouble. 

1 . Sin renders man unable to rescue himself from his trouble. 

2. God sent Jesus to rescue man by being a sacrifice for sin, and by raising him 
from the dead. 

3. Jesus is the only hope of redemption.
